Doylestown Republican. 


Thare is a difference between the Re' 


publican and the Democratic brand of 
management of county affairs. It is a 
difference that hat been standing out in 
bold and lamentable figures on tfr« coun- 
ty balance sheet. It It a difference that 
the taxpayer! have been going down into 
their pockets to meet; a difference that 
has been assessed against every owner 
of property, every one who pays a cent of 
occupation or poll tax. It is a difference 
that has been standing, charged against 
the property owners in the shape of a 
county debt. The Democrats Of the 
county at their convention tried to close 
the eyes of the people, in reality con- 
demn their own administration of coun- 
ty affairs, by the hesitating, insincere 
platform statement: "We favor an hon 
est and economical administration of 
county affairs." 


The county office that by great odds 


has the most important bearing upon tbe 
taxpayers' interests it that of county 
commissioner, an office that the voters 
of Bucks will be called upon to fill at the 
coming election. 
It it but proper that 


they should take an interest, compare 
"and judge for themselves under what 
conditions they may expect tbe 
best 


management of county affairs, tbe most 
efficient and the moat economical ser- 
vice. Experience it the bett teacher 
evan if it is rather expensive at times 
and it is but necessary to compare re 
suits of the work of the present Demo- 
cratic Board of Commissioners and the 
Republiuan boturd that preceded it to 
learn that the interests of the taxpayers 
are better taken care of under Republi- 
can management. 


So well were tbe affairs of the county 


looked after by the Republican board in 
office upwards of three years ago that 
comfortable balances were found in the 
county treasury, somewhere in the vicin- 
ity of eighty or ninety thousand dollars 
when the annual statement was made to 
the people of the county. If anything 
they found that the reasonable tax rate 
prevailing was found higher than neeea 
sary for such careful management and in 
1902 it was reduced to two mills on the 
dollar, in order that 
the taxpayers 


might receive the benefit and their 
money not be tied up in an useless and 
growing surplus in the county treasury, 
Still with that reduction of resources 
they were able to go out of office with 
a good record and leaving the substan- 
tial balance of nearly $14,000 for their 
Democratic successors to begin business 
on. How long that lasted in Democratic 
hands is part of the lamentable finanical 
history of county affairs in Bucks coun 
ty. Before the Democratic board had 
been in office a year It wi s knocking at 
the door of the money lender and twenty 
thousand 
dollars, 
borrowed on 
tbe 


strength of the credit of the county, had 
Rone the way of the surplus the Republi- 
can board had left as a legacy. 


The second year of the incumbency of 


the Democratic board showed no im- 
provement. Rather were the conditions 
worse, Again the magnificent credit of 
the county was drawn, while $55,150 was 
added to the debt burden and interest 
bills again figured on the bills of the 
county. Bat anyone with thp slightest 
pretentious to business knowledge knows 
that constant borrowing to meet cur- 
rent expenses means a sapping of re 
sources and leads to bankruptcy. That 
fact dawned upon the Democrtiac board. 
There was nothing left but to apply the 
screws to the taxpayers and apply them 
they did with a vengeance. The tax rate 
was increased from two to three mills, 
an advance of fifty per cent. The prop- 
erty owner, for instance who was pay- 
ing ten dollars^toward the support of the 
county under Republican administration, 
was compelled to go deeper into his pock- 
et and" pay fifteen dollars on the same 
property with tbe Democrats in power. 


Thus things went until the beginning 


of the present year, when the last state- 
ment was rendered, 
allowing that the 


surplus had practically disappeared 
in 


a train of temporary loans and things 
in just that state' where there would 
have to be a continuance of tbe high 
and burdensome rate. The experience 
of Bucks county with Democratic 
com- 


missioners has been as unfortunate as it 
has been expensive. Tbe call is for bet- 
ter things in the public housekeeping 
line. Tbo matter of securing the right 
kind of men to manage the affairs of the 
County is to be decided at the coming 
election when a new board of commis- 
sioners will be elected and the import- 
ance of acting upon the situation cannot 
be too seriously regarded by the tax- 
payers.

The Death of Wilklns Hobensack. 


The Norristown correspondent of the 


Oenahohocken Recorder, writes as fol- 
lows concerning the death of Wilkins 
Hobensack, Congressman Wanger's for- 
mer private secretary, who committed 
suicide lit his home in Norristown: 


The death cf Wilkins Hobenssack by 


his own hand, was a terrible shock to 
the community. 
Following close upon 


his reflation as private Secretary to 
Oongresiman Wangar, the opinion be 
came current that there may have been a 
relation between the two. Investigation 
developed, however, 
that 
there was 


none. The deceased left Mr, Wanger'h 
service of his free will much to the re- 
gret of the latter. Mr. Hobensack had 
a more lucrative position offered to him 
which he accepted for two substantia 
reasons. 
One was the opportunity to 


earn more, ancs the other was the new 
position allowed him more time home 
with bis two orphan children. He could 
save more money in the new position as 
it did not require his absence from home 
during the session of Congress, having 
been a heavy tax on his income as private 
secretary. He was a person of seeming 
cheerful disposition who apparently took 
the world ,lightly especially since his 
wife's death last spring. 
But it was a 


pure case of assuming a cheerfulness 
which he did not possess as it is known 
that his wife's demise weighed beaiily on 
him. He was a person of domestic tastes 
who was ever wrapped up in his home life. 


Since bis resignation some few weeks 


ago, he was ever alert for Mr. Wanger's 
interests and scarcely a day passed that 
he did not visit Mr. VTanger's office to 
coaehj'oung Mr. Wanger in the duties 
which be was temporarily discharging 
until his father socured'a successor to 
Mr. Hobensaok.

"Spanish Prisoner" Bunco Game. 
Tbe "Spanish Prisoner" bunco game 


was recently tried on one of Bristol's 
prominent manufacturers. 
The letter, 


which was evidently written by an edu- 
cated person bore a Spanish postmark 
and was dated Castle Fort of Barcelona 
and was addressed to "My dear sir and 
relative." The communication purport- 
»ed to be written by an officer of the Span- 
ish army, in which the writer says that 
shortly lifter tbe Spanish-American war 
be went to New York and placed»$198,000 
in a bunk in that city on special deposit 
payable only to the bearer o£ the contract. 
The document was claimed to be hidden 
in a concealed compartment of the writ- 
er's portemonnaie. 
After returning to 


Spain the writer declares he was arrested, 
taken before a military tribunal and sen- 
tenced to sixteen years penal servitude, 
whore he is denied all communication 
-with the outside world. 
He declares he 


is only visited by tho chaplain of tbe 
castle, who "being my confessor is my 
best friend," and through him is enabled 
to write the letter to the Briatolinn. The 
document which is nonessary to obtain 
the funds in the Nc-w York banlrwil! be 
token to America by the venerable chap- 
lain1 and the prisoner's beautiful daught- 
er, if the Bristolian would furnish the 
money to bring them to this country. 
AH a compensation 
the Bristol manu- 


facturer is promised one-fourth of the 
prisoner's fortune, "as a just reward." 
The letter is signed Auguntin Lapiente. 
If there bo a disposition to help the pris- 
oner the Bristolian is directed to cable 
not write to Juan Botev, to a given ad- 
dress in Barcelona and futber arrange- 
ments would be made. 


In exposing the flim-flam game recent- 


ly the New Xork Tribune said: 


Closely related to the confidence trick 


is the "Spanish prisoner" 
swindler. 


Tha Spanish swindler cheularizes inno- 
ceut householders, offering them alargo 
fortune—which he cannot get at because 
ho is in a debtor's prison—on condition 
that they will provide for his daughter. 
Sometimes it is the treasures of the ex- 
Empress Eugenie which he offers; some- 
times it i»i the gar chest of Don Carlos. 
Many English people have sent sums as 
high as £100 or £150, and on arriving in 
Barcelona discovered 
they 
had been, 


duped. 
The persons 
conducting the 


swindle have been repeatedly arrested at 
the instance of the British consul in Bar- 
celona, but as the victims are all trying 
to grasp at a fortune to which they are 
not honestly entited they invariably de- 
cline to prosocute and after a few days 
detention the swindlers are released.

Dr. ,0hnrlee E. Burns, pastor'of the 


Bristol Piesbyterian Ohnrch, on Sunday 
evening, in response to the lectures re- 
cently delivered by Rev. Xavier Sutton, 
the Catholic priest, at St. Marks Church, 
preached a sermon upon Father Sutton'e 
topic " Why Protestants are not Oatho< 
lies." 
The 
Presbyterian church was 


crowded to its utmost capacity with all 
religious denominations who desired to 
hear Dr. Burns. The pastor took as his 
tost, Psalms 119-105. "Thy Word is a 
lamp to my feet and a light to my path." 


In part Dr. Burns said: 
ID answering this question I shall not 


insult your intelligence by presenting us 
a fact that which will not bear the test 
of history, nor shall I try to stir your 
prejudice, after tbe manner of a recent 
Papal ecclesiastic, who has brought die 
cord into our homes and strife amongst 
the workers in our mills. 


"Why are we"Potcstunts not Catho- 


lics?" I answer, we are Catholics. We 
repeat the article of th^ Creed "1 believe 
in tbe Catholic church." We are Catho- 
lics, bnt not Roman Cktholics, as Is the 
Papal Chnrch, themselves being witness- 
es. "The Roman Catholic Church in 
America" is their corporate title. "The 
Roman Church," the Council of Trent 
calls them, and every child who repeats 
their creed today calls it "the 
Church of 


Rome." The fact ia, in America, that 
name "Roman" is not popular so tbe 
Papal 
Church 
masquerades as "Tbe 


Catholic Church." 


To present the issue squarely I must 


change my question to this: "Why are 
Protestants not .Roman Catholics?" I an- 
swer, "I cannot accept the Roman Catho- 
lic Rule of Faith." A rule is something 
(!h measure .with—a teot of accuracy. 
The caipenter can't measure a yard with 
his eye, bat can with his rule, so man 
cannot tell what to believe, or know 
what is right with but a rule of faith 
and conduct. 
We Protestants say "The 


Bible is God'B rule,"and"the Bible only." 
By the Bible we mean the Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments—not the 
Apochrypha, 
We reject the books called 


'"the Apochrypha," for the following 
reasons: 


(a) They never formed a part of the 


Hebrew Bible. 


(b) They are not quoted by Christ or 


his Apostles. 


(cj They contain historical errors. 
(d) Their contents lack the dignity of 


the other boob. 


Tbe Papal church says "The Bible and 


Tradition constitute the Rule ofj Faith." 


By tbe Bible it means: 
(a) The Bible in Latin for the priests, 


called "The Vulgata." 


(b) The Bible in English, a transla- 


tion of the former, for the people. 


Concerning the latter, let me say it 


is n translation of a translation and 
so 


imperfect. 
Our Protestant Bible is a 


translation ofrm the original tongues. 


The Papal Bible is not only a transla- 


tion of a translation bnt the translation 
of an 
imperfect translation as every 


Scholar knows. 
For 300 years there has 


been no ul iinge in revision of tbe texts or 
accuracy of the translations. It takes no 
notice of the finding of great manu- 
scripts,—"Tha 
Alexandrian," 
which 


came to light in 1628, "The Vatican" in 
1868, und the Sinaitic in 1859. The 
Papal rule of faith is this imperfect Bible 


•and that interpreted by the Papal 


Church. 
"The church," 
says Father 


Button (see page 37 "Clearing the Way") 
is tho only authentic jodge of what 
hooka are to be held as canonical Scrip- 
tures, of what translation is to be re- 
ceived and what is to the true sense of 
the text 
in 
controverted points. By 


'the Church' 
we 
mean the Bishops- 


with the Pope as their supreme head, 
the successor of St. Peter." Thus the 
Papal Church first makes its Bible and 
then interprets it and this imperfect 
Bible—Interpreted by the Papal church 
is the first part of the rule of faith. 
It 


opposes not only all private interpreta- 
tion of the Bible but the reading of it by 
the people. 


As early as 860 Pope Nicholas pro- 


nounced against both. Gregory VII in 
1073 
confirmed the ban, Innocent the III 


in 1198 declared that nil who read the 
Bible "should be stoned to death." In 
1229 
the Council of Toulouse passed a de- 


cree against the possession or reading of 
the Bible. 


Besides the Bible—Tbe Papal Church 


names Tradition—as to Tradition we 
reply: 


(a) It is at beat uncertain. 
(b) It is sometimes contradictory. 
(c) It is open to the objection of our 


Lord. 


"Ye by your traditon make the com- 


mandments of God of no effect." 


We cannot accept your view of "the 


church." By a trick of argument the 
Papal Church first makes a definition to 
suit its case and then cries its case by tho 
definition it has made. To this we ob- 
ject. The papacy defines tbe Chnrch, as 
"the Congregation ot all those who pro- 
fess the faith of Christ, (that is the faith 
of Papal Church), partake of the same 
sacraments) that is the Sacraments of 
Papal church) and are governed' by their 
lawful pastors under our visible head, tbe 
Pope of Rome." This is a definition *o 
suit its case—of what now exists. 


Our appeal is to the records of the 


book ofl'he Acts and the New Testament 
epistles. There we learn that the church 
o£ God is made up of "believers"—those 
"•who have been called out of -darkness 
into light." Tbe Apostles creed has not 
a single Papal doctrine in it. 


We cannot accept the Papal view of 


>'The Right Way of Salvation." On page 
39 of Father button's book "Clearing the 
Way," he asks "Which is the right way 
of salvation?'' And he answers: "To be- 
lieve and join communion with the Holy 
Catholic 
church, 
the communion of 


Saints which yon profess in your creeds." 
Now mark the question and answer which 
precedes this. "Is it not against Charity 
to say out of the true church there is no 
Salvation?" 
"No; it is the greatest 


charity to affirm it." Let me analyze 
these answers. 
Suppose an Inquirer asks 


" What must I, a sinner, do to be savedf" 
The Roman Catholic Church answers 
(1) " You must believe what the Kornan 
Oatholic Church teaches, all about the 
Pope, about Purgatory, about Indul- 
gences, about Saints Worship, Confession 
and Absolution. Yes, all that the Papal 
Church teaches. (Now it is interesting to 
observe that there is not one of these it- 
ems lu the Apostles creedThor do they ap- 
pear until after the 8th Century.) 


(3) "You must join the Papal Church," 


For there is no Salvation out of its fold, 
except possibly to the ignorant. 


(3) "You must submit to ita authority. 


If its priests say don't read your Bibles, 
or go to tbe Protestant Ohnrch, to do 
either is at the peril of your souls." 


What answer does the Scriptures give 


to this important question. We read in the 
16th chapter of the Book of the Acts of a 
jailer at Philippi who asked this very 
question of Paul and Silas: "Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved?" Did Paul an- 
swer him after this papal fashion? "You 
4nnst believe Gome long creeds, aud join 
the true church, and submit yourselves 
to certain authority." No, not a word of. 
this. His creed was a very short one. It 
was believe In a person, and that person 
the Iinrd Jesus Christ, "Believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved." 
Take another case. After Peter had deliv- 
ered his great sermon on the day of Pen- 
tecost, the people, pricked in their 
hearts, cried out, "Men and 
brethren 


what shall we do?" Listen now to Pet- 
er's answer—and Peter they claim was 
the first Pope—"Repent ye and be bap- 
tized every one of you in the name of 
Jesua Christ and ye shall receive the gift 
Of the Holy Ghost," (See Acts 3rd chap- 
ter.) 
Listen again to Peter, "Neither is 


there ^alvation in any other, for there 
ia aone other name (than that of Jesus) 
under heaven 
whereby we must be 


saved. 


IB it not monstrous therefore to teach 


men, as does tbe Papal Ohnrch, that thry 
must be members of that church or they 
shall be damned, and is it not shocking 
to the common sense of mankind that 
the salvation of men should be suspend- 
ed on their acknowledging the Pope to 
be the head of the church in the world 
and tbe Vicar of Christ? No, we cannot 
acoejrt the Papal way of saltation. 


There are other errors which I reserve 


for a future consideration, such as the 
Papal doctrine of 
Purgatory, 
Indul 


gences, Worship of Images and* Virgin 
Mary. 


We- cannot accept the Papal claim 


that the Pope is the Vicar oi Christ. 
. Listen lo Father Sutton in his question 
and answer (See page 46 "Cleailug the 
Way.") "Who is the PopoV" "He is tl,o 
Bishop of Rome, the 
successor of St. 


Peter and the head of Christ's chnrch. 


"When did Christ make St. Puter 


head «w tlie church?" "When he said 
after his resurrection, "Feed my Iambi 
feed my sheep." "He then gave him 
power to feed and govern the"flock. 
Mark that word "govern—how adroitly 
it is slid in. Ton do not find it in the 
text of Ohrist'B commission—it is from 
the 
brain 
ot 
the 
ecclesiastic who 


smuggles it in. 


Let us consider the claim that Peter 


was the first Pope and thut thus he le- 
oeived his commission from the Master. 
It makes us Protestants smile as we read 
the flimsy proof here advanced. Peter 
had denied his Lord thrice with an oath, 
and was broken hearted over -his apcs- 
tacy. At the time of our Loro's resurrec- 
tion he was most probably in hiding and 
not in company with the other disciples. 
This explains our Lord's commission to 
the women to whom he first appeared 
after-hia resurrection. "Go your way tell 
his descfplos and Peter," &c. 


To Pefjr, present with the other dis- 


ciples, the risen Lord, appeared, and 
these words, " Feed my lambs, feed my 
sheep," are Peter's recommission as an 
Apostle. That ia all. They give Peter 
his status amongst the other disciples 
and nothing more. 


This view is confirmed hi the early hia- 


tor of the church as given in the book of 
"The Acts." In Ants 8:14 we rend of 
the "Apostles which were at Jerusalem, 
sending Peter and John to Tameria." 
Had Peter been Pope would not he have 
done the sending? As it was he was sent, 
and the Apostles do the sending. 
So too 


Acts 15:22. 
In the Council at Jeruealem'of which we 
read in Acts 16th chapter, it is express- 
ly stated that this Oouncir-consisted of 
the church and Apostles and elders," 
and its presiding officer was plainly 
James and not Peter, James gives the 
decision of the Council.

Editor Gazette:—We hear much and 


continually of the two sides of a story 
but very little of the third sida, and, 
•curiously enough, a great many etories 
are triangular. This third side is the 
version of any asserted miracle or com- 
monplace occui'ienoe, of cool, calm, cau- 
tious, common sense. The writer was 
much interested and not a little amused 
in and at the controversial communica- 
tion concerning tbe Rev. Sutton's claims 
of the real nature of Rome's archie no- 
tions of man's relation to "the world to 
come," and the counter-claim of Rev. 
Wright, that hie view of the 
Anglican 


church had all things in Its favor. Now 
the third view or side of the story is the 
position taken by those actually free from 
all religious bias and who can fittingly 
exclaim to both Rev. Wright and Rev. 
Sutton, "a plague o' both your houses." 


What the two disputants may have in 


common, is not easily determined and 
equally vague is how radically they dif- 
fer, 
but neither, the writer claims, goes 


back to the actual beginning and makes 
unmistakably plain that tbe present 
day, 
modern 
theology, an enormous 


structure of thistle-down substantiality, 
has any real warrant for existence, and 
whenever attempts have been made to 
da this, it has become more and mora 
evident that it is nothing aave a figment 
of feverish imagination. 
And 
why? 


Simply because honest theologians know 
that they face an impossibility and can 
only maintian a hold upon the masses 
by appealing to their "faith," which 
deala only with the intangible or to the 
emotions, where intellect is not at high- 
water mark. Logic is locked out. When, 
unhappily for them, trre subject of au- 
thority is strenuously assertive, we have 
nothing but a beating of the air. Here 
is a statement that defies contradiction. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury has just as 
good a right to claim to be the sole in- 
termediary twixt Deity and humanity as 
has the Bishop of Rome, or Pope, as he 
la called. 
The difference is, that the 


former has t< >o much sense to do any- 
thing oi the kind, and the latter has not, 
Now, 
let either of them go back to the 


beginning of the world and they will find 
that man was, practically, then as far off 
from the creative source of the universe 
as are we today, and also, which is much 
to the point, that more people lived and 
died before the idea of Deity entered 
man's heao^, than have lived since. 


The shaping of human thought until 


the glittering bnt illusive crystal of the- 
ology was complete, has proved unfortu- 
nate. The wholesome career of iniin has 
been checked by it. 
While churches are 


ever ready to fly at each other's throats, 
or, if jess belligerent, settle to a war of 
words concerning textual significance; 
and while secta flourish as never bay 
trees dared to grow, it is not an ill- 
grounded suspicion on the part of many 
that the asserted original message from 
beyond earth's confines was really a mass- 
age from a source nearer home than the 
supernatural. So long as the logical 
disputation flourishes, there will ever be 
in the realm of common sense a strong 
feeling that tbe devil tjgs had a finger in 
the pie and that all ia not as serene as 
enthusiasts wottld have us believe. Sad, 
it may be, but "there IB something rotten 
la<Denmark." 


The truth is, SHAM is -written large
